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Document 
clarifies 
vocation 
of laity

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II’s new document on the laity calls for 
improved religious formation of 
Catholics, a greater role for women in 
the church, and a stronger Christian 
witness at all levels of society. 

4n his long-awaited apostolic 
exhortation on ‘‘the vocation and 
mission of the lay faithful,’ the pope 
urged a marshaling of the laity to 
evangelize a world which he said is 
increasingly indifferent or hostile to 
Christianity. 

The pope warned of a ‘‘new state of 
affairs’? in both church and _ society 
which ‘‘calls with a particular urgency 
for the action of the lay faithful.”’ 

“Tt is not permissible for anyone to 
remain idle,’’ he said. 

As recommended by the 1987 world 
Synod of Bishops, two hotly debated 
issues — lay movements and ministries 
— continue to be the subjects of separate 
Vatican studies, the pope said. 

The 200-page post-synodal apostolic 
exhortation is titled ‘‘Christifideles 
Laici: The Vocation and the Mission of 
the Lay Faithful in the Church and in 
the World.” 

Signed by the pope Dec. 30, the feast 
of the Holy Family, the document was 
made public by the Vatican Jan. 30.

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BAPTISM — A priest pours water on a baby’s forehead. In his document on the 
laity, Pope John Paul Il says, “It is no exaggeration to say that the entire exist- 
ence of the lay faithful has as its purpose to lead a person to a knowledge of 
the radical newness of the Christian life that comes from Baptism.” 


The exhortation draws heavily on the 
documents of Vatican I and the 54 final 
propositions voted on by delegates to the 
October 1987 synod at the end of their 
monthlong discussion of the laity’s 
vocation and mission. 

The document also raises concerns

dignity and Christian belief, and on the 
eve of third millennium of Christianity, 
Catholics should renew themselves and

He was charged with ‘“‘trespassing with 
the intent to obstruct or interfere a 
legitimate business.”’ 


On Jan. 30, Father Kaicher told 
Southern Cross that he was not.at the clinic 
to stop people from entering the building, 
but rather he was there, in a non-violent 
way, to witness the Catholic Church’s 
belief that all life, including the unborn, 
should be respected. 


He told Southern Cross Feb. 1 that before 
the trial, Judge Brainard made it clear 
that there would be no opportunity to 
discuss the abortion issue nor would the 
judge allow the priest to express his 
personal convictions about abortion.

Deacon Timothy Treadwell, Father 
Kaicher’s attorney, said he supported the 
priest’s decision to plead no contest.

The net result of all of this is a 
witness to the entire community that a 
man of conscience took a personal stand

SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher 
has called a proposed survey of Hoover 
High School parents and _ students 
regarding a possible school-based health 
clinic ‘‘a gimmick to establish what would 
be harmful to the students and our 
community.”’ 

He said these clinics make 
contraceptives and abortion counseling 
available to students without parental 
knowledge or moral guidance. 

The Teen Pregnancy Task Force of the 
New Beginnings Project, a group 
comprised of administrators from city 
schools, the community college district 
and various county and city agencies, 
recommended Jan. 23 that to address the 
high number of teen-age pregnancies, 
‘‘easier access to medical care, such as a 
school-based health center,’’ be provided. 

The task force ‘‘felt that Hoover High 
School students and parents should be 
surveyed to determine their reaction to 
this recommendation.”’ 

Upon hearing the news last week, 
Bishop Maher said if the issue of school- 
based clinics comes up again, ‘‘we would 
be more involved than last time as would 
our Catholic people and other religious 
people of the community.’’ 

On July 8, 1986, the San Diego City 
Schools Board of Education voted against 
further study of school-based health 
clinics after a great outcry from the 
community led by Bishop Maher.

Priest’s abortion views not allowed in trial 


Because of his probation, Father 
Kaicher will not be allowed to block any 
doorway or access to any medical facility 
or encourage others to do so. 

Also, he must stay 10 feet away from 
the doorway, entrance way and pathway 
of 8881 Fletcher Parkway, the site of the 
Sept. 30 protest; and he must not commit 
any like or similar crime for the next two 
years. 

However, Father Kaicher also said the 
judge made it clear that he was not 
limiting the priest’s First Amendment 
rights and that the judge respected his 
right to hold and express an opinion. 

Father Kaicher said he will continue to 
protest under the terms of his probation. 
“‘T’m going to use every way possible,’’ 


he said.

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catechists

ALCALA PARK — A New York 
retreat master, author and psychologist 
warned catechists and religious educators 
in the San Diego diocese about the 
dangers of contemporary values and 
urged them to deepen their spirituality 
and knowledge of the faith in order to 
effectively communicate the message of 
Jesus. 

Franciscan Father Benedict Groeschel 
addressed more than 500 catechists at the 
Spring Forward IX Catechetical Institute 
held Feb. 4 at the University of San 
Diego’s Camino Threatre. The event was 
sponsored by the diocesan Office of 
Catechetical Ministry. 

Father Groeschel explored the 
institute’s theme, ‘‘The Next Step for the 
Church — The Reform of Renewal,”’ in 
a series of three talks. 

He said the Second Vatican Council, 
which brought new life to the church, 
““came upon the stage at a time of cultural 
revolution when values that had prevailed 
for centuries were being replaced.”’ 

Three of the greatest dangers facing 
today’s church, he said, are the values of 
secularism, materialism and nihilism. 

Father Groeschel defined secularism as 
a kind of autonomy from the will of God. 
“Contrast that,’’ he said, ‘‘to the words 
of Mother Teresa who told me yesterday”’ 
in Tijuana: ‘Let this be my prayer: Lord, 
use me, but don’t consult me.’ ”’ 

Materialism, he continued, promotes 
the belief that happiness lies in the 
acquisition of material goods, a belief 
insidiously promoted in advertising. 

Nihilism, the belief that nothing 
matters, is a reflection of what Father 
Groeschel termed ‘‘selfism, the new ethic 
which holds that ‘‘my needs come first ... 
the world owes it to me that I can achieve 
all my potential.’’ 

Regarding personal renewal and 
reform, Father Groeschel urged his 
audience to develop an informed faith and 
a personal spirituality. 

“Your job is to ... make Jesus known 
as the Messiah, the Son of God, the 
Savior of the World’’ and to make known 
“‘his mission, his message, his teaching 
and his church.”’ 

The priest was particularly critical of 
post- Vatican II biblical scholars who have 
suggested that Jesus did not physically 
cure people, that he did not know he was 
the Messiah and that he did not physically 
rise from the dead. 

While Father Groeschel agreed that 
earlier Christologies tended to over- 
emphasize Christ’s divinity at the expense 
of his humanity, it is equal folly to 
diminish his divinity for the sake of his 
humanity, he said. 

Father Groeschel, who works in a 
shelter for the homeless in South Bronx, 
N.Y., founded the Franciscan Friars of 
the Renewal. The group is comprised of 
former Capuchin Friars who intend to 
return to a more literal observance of the 
Rule of St. Francis.

USD provost wins national award 


ALCALA PARK — For her 
contributions to Catholic higher 
education, Sister Sally Furay, RSC}, 
University of San Diego vice president and 
provost, has become the eighth person to 
receive the Rev. Theodore M. Hesburgh 
Award. 

The national award, named after the 
former University of Notre Dame 
president, is the only honor which the 
Association of Catholic Colleges and 
Universities awards on a regular basis. 

The national recognition by her peers 
came Feb. 1 at the ACCU annual meeting 
in Washington, D.C. 

‘For more that 30 years, Sister Furay 
has demonstrated unique ability as a 
teacher, scholar and administrator,’’ a 
recent ACCU newsletter stated. 

“‘T believe strongly in the mission of 
Catholic higher education and have 
dedicated most of my adult life. It is a joy 
to be recognized by my peers in that 
mission,’’ said Sister Furay. 


The criteria for the Hesburgh award 
includes a variety of outstanding 
contributions to Catholic higher education 
from teachers whose reputations rarely 
extend beyond their own campuses, to 
scholars who combine excellent teaching 
with important research and publication, 
to administrators whose greatest 
contributions occur outside the classroom 
and to bishops and trustees, the USD 
reports. 

Sister Furay began her administrative 
career at USD in 1967 as academic dean of 
the San Diego College for Women, which 
merged in 1972 with the San Diego College 
for Men to become USD. She has been 
USD?’s provost since its establishment and 
was named academic vice president in 
1973. 

Sister Furay holds a Ph.D. in English, a 
Juris Doctor from USD School of Law, is a 
member of the state Bar and sits on the San 
Diego County Bar Association Board of 
Directors.

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Extend spiritual horizons 


A physician who neglects his professional reading is a 
menace to his patients within two or three years. A dentist 
who never attends a professional seminar will be 
hopelessly out of date in almost no time at all. 

In the light of these truisms, it is easy to understand 
why spiritual reading is one of the most ancient, of the 
lenten observances. No matter how well you may know 
the Bible or the catechism, your Christian spirit will 
slowly starve if it isn’t nourished by the writings and 
experiences of the saints and theologians. 

The Sunday scriptural cycles teach the practicing 
Catholic to be thoroughly familiar with all the most 
important passages in the Old and New testaments. This 
very familiarity sometimes leads to boredom at Mass. 


Spiritual reading is the answer. You have the chance to 
choose the aspect of the Christian message which interests 
you at the time and find out what the saints and scholars 
‘found in those ideas. 

Lent is the perfect time to give spiritual reading a high 
priority. Give up a little TV time and cut back on some of 
your secular reading and meet the masters of Christian 
living. 

St. Augustine’s ‘“‘Confessions,’’ his autobiographical 
work, would be an excellent volume for the Holy Season 
of Lent. He tells the story of his own journey towards 
God, interspersed with some outstanding prayer 
passages. 

The passage that begins ‘‘Late have I loved Thee, 
Beauty ever ancient, Beauty ever new...’’ is a classic 
meditation for every repentent sinner who has glimpsed 
the joy of conversion. This theme is repeated and 
emphasized in the lengthy poem by Francis Thompson, 
‘““The Hound of Heaven.”’ 

‘“The Imitation of Christ’’ is another classic that offers 
food for thought and spiritual growth. It is divided into 


four sections, or ‘‘books,’’ three of which are an 
invitation to Christian perfection and the fourth is on th 
Holy Eucharist. ; 


The works of St. Bernard of Clairvaux, St. Teresa of 
Avila and St. John of the Cross can be found mainly in 
anthologies such as I have edited over the past few years. 
If you do not mind the older translations of their works, 
many of them can be picked up rather inexpensively in 
used book stores. 

Modern spiritual writers have powerful messages to 
offer in these times of growth and change, and quite a few 
of them have been reviewed in this newspaper by a local 
writer. 

However, this is the time to browse in your parish 
library or look over the large selection of books available 
at O’Connor’s, or St. Paul Book and Media Center in 
San Diego, or Anthony’s Family Gifts in Escondido.

Why not couple saints? 


As my husband and I have stood to renew our marriage 
vows on Valentine’s Day, I have wondered to myself why 
our church has no couple saints. The absence of couple 
saints and the paucity of married saints (with the 
exception of St. Frances of Rome, St. Thomas More and 
a few others) suggests that in two millennia of church 
history, not one couple has lived a life considered 
efficacious evough to merit formal canonization, For the 
most part, sainthood has been reserved for priests, 
religious, virgins and martyrs. 

While the church has long celebrated the Holy Family, 
traditional church teaching about the perpetual virginity 
of Mary (the belief that she remained a virgin after 
marriage) and that Jesus was her only child have 
somewhat limited the impact of Joseph and Mary’s 
marriage as a model for married people. Likewise, there 
is very little record, oral or written, about the married life 
of Joseph and Mary. 


The history of the church’s teaching regarding the 
sanctity and efficacy of married life has been fraught with 
ambivalence. 


Jesus was quick to remind the Pharisees when they 
questioned him about divorce, that while it was permitted 
under Mosaic law, that was not the way it was in the 
beginning (Matthew 19:3-12), referring to the Genesis 
account of creation when God said, ‘‘It is not good that 
the man should be alone; I will make him a helper fit for 
him.”’ 

From the second century through the Middle Ages, 
marriage was depicted as a justification for sex which had 
become ‘‘infected’’ with original sin. Sexual desire was 
the effect of original sin, not an essential good and holy 
thing derived from God’s creative power. 

Because of celibacy, the clergy was depicted as living a 
more spiritual and therefore superior form of Christian 


life, an attitude that was codified in session 24, canon 10 
of the Council of Trent: ‘‘If anyone says that the married 
state surpasses that of virginity or celibacy and that it is 
not better and happier to remain in virginity and celibacy, 
than to be united in matrimony, it is anathema.”’ 

Marriage, however, was affirmed as a sacrament at the 
Council of Florence in 1439 and also at Trent in 1565. 

Until the Second Vatican Council, this attitude 
relegated married people to second-class status in the 
hierarchy of spirituality. 

However, the Dogmatic Constitution on the Church 
has made it clear that the call to holiness is universal, not 
reserved to priests, religious, virgins and martyrs. ‘‘All 
the faithful, whatever their condition or state, are called 
by the Lord ... to that perfect holiness whereby the 
Father himself is perfect.’’ 

The Pastoral Constitution on the Church in the 
Modern World asserts that ‘‘... as spouses fulfill their 
conjugal and family obligations, they are penetrated with 
the Spirit of Christ ... . Thus they increasingly advance 
their own perfection, as well as their mutual 


sanctification, and hence contribute jointly to the glory of 
God.”’ 


As the church approaches the dawn of the third 
millennia, the time has come to reflect its teaching about 
the holiness and sanctity of marriage in the selection of 
more married people and couples for formal 
canonization.

SAN LUIS REY — Francisan Father 
Evan Howard, who was recently 
appointed superior of Mission San Luis 
Rey — the first native of the San Diego 
diocese in that post — aims to preserve 
the spirit of St. Francis among the 14 
friars in their parish, mission and retreat 
ministries. 


Father Howard, a graduate of St. 
Augustine High School in San Diego’s 
North Park, said he was appointed 
superior of the mission last month by the 
provincial and council of the Franciscans’ 
California province. 


The brown-robed friar described his 
role as a “‘facilitator of fraternal life,’’ 
providing the mission’s eight priests and 
six Brothers ‘‘as individuals and as a 
community the opportunity to live the 


ideals of St. Francis of Assisi,’’? 13th 


century founder of the order. 


These ideals are contained in the 
Franciscan order’s new constitution, 
which lists as ‘‘absolute priorities, the 
search for God, solitude, prayer, fraternal 
life, availability to others, poverty and the 
refusal of power.’’ 


He said his role as guardian of the 
mission is “‘like a supervisor, ombudsman 
and leader of ministries.’’ 


The superior summarized his personal 
goals: ‘‘to fulfill my Franciscan vocation 
to be a brother to my brother friars, to the 
mission staff, to all who come to the 
mission and to all the creatures of God.”’ 


Father Howard said he will 
“coordinate the mission’s services and 
programs for the benefit of the entire 
community’’ and assist the major 
ministries of operating the parish, retreat 
center and mission center, including the 
museum and historical grounds of the 
site. 


He also noted other apostolates headed 
by Franciscan priests at Mission San Luis 
Rey: the diocesan charismatic renewal, in 
which Father Ralph Weishaar serves as 
vicar, and the ministry to migrant 
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stands near the last of the original arches 
ward is the mission’s first superior who is a 


and peace-making, where people come to ‘ 
be reconciled in their relationships with 
all phases of life.’’ 


He said the mission’s “attractive, 
peaceful surroundings, where the values 
of Catholic life have been preserved for 
two centuries,’’ enable retreatants to 
“step off the treadmill of daily life with its 
tensions and pressures’? inherent in 
marriage and family obligations. 


In addition to retreats, the mission 
' offers opportunities for counseling and 
participation in support groups, Father 
Howard said. 
The superior said his new assignment 
“Ss my first opportunity to minister to 
Franciscans as my primary commitment.”’ 


He contrasted this ministry to 14 friars 
with his most recent 12-year post as 
superior and director of St. Anthony 
Retreat Center in Three Rivers, Calif. 
There he dealt with thousands of lay 
people a year, providing counseling and 
conducting Engaged and Marriage 
Encounters. 


Father Howard graduated from St. 
Augustine High School in 1947 and 
entered the Franciscans’ California 
province the following year. He professed 
his first vows in 1949 and final vows in 
1952. 


He was ordained a priest in 1955 at the 
Old Mission in Santa Barbara. 


He has been associate pastor at St. 
Mary Church in Phoenix, Ariz., and 
pastor of St. Francis Church, Tularosa, 
N.M. 


Father Howard has also served the 
Papago Indians at two Arizona locations: 
The Topowa Mission and Covered Wells. 

His retreat ministry took him to 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, Canada, from 
1966-68, and to Beaverton, Ore., in 
1969-70. 


Father Howard said his 33 years of 
priestly service have instilled in him a 
sense of pride in the Catholic Church in 
the western states and Canada and 
allowed him ‘‘to observe the growth of 
renewal in the church, with its joys and 
sorrows.”’

WASHINGTON — When Barbara 
Bush went to a shelter for the homeless 
Jan. 31 to make sandwiches and to read 
stories to the children, she called attention 
to a problem camped on the nation’s 
doorway. 

In his inaugural address Jan. 20, her 
husband did not overlook the homeless 
either. 

‘(My friends,’’ President Bush said, 
‘‘we have work to do. There are the 
homeless, lost and roaming; there are the 
children who have nothing, no love, no 
normalcy.” 

Church groups, public officials and 
non-profit groups have claimed for years 
that in addition to voluntary efforts, such 
as those demonstrated by Mrs. Bush, 
solving the homelessness problem will 
require a rejuvenated federal role as well. 

‘The church is proud of its efforts to 
feed and shelter the poor with some 
dignity,’’ Bishop James W. Malone of 
Youngstown, Ohio, testified to a House 
subcommittee in June 1988. ‘‘But society 
cannot pretend that soup kitchens and 
shelters are a humane response to poverty 
and homelessness.’’ 

And while ‘‘it is appropriate and 
necessary’’ for Congress to approve 
emergency funds for agencies serving the 
homeless, ‘‘this cannot, will not, and 
should not substitute for federal action to 
help provide permanent, affordable 
housing,’’ he emphasized. 

Nearly 3 million people in America are 
homeless, according to data from the 
National Coalition for the Homeless.

those ranks) is a national partnership’’ 
involving federal and community 
cooperation, said Mayor Raymond L.

After hearing the news of the latest 
plans, Bishop Maher wrote letters Feb. 3 
to pastors and parishioners of four 
Catholic parishes in the Hoover High 
area — Blessed Sacrament, Holy Spirit, 
Our Lady of the Sacred Heart and St.

The mayors’ survey revealed: 

© In 1988, requests for emergency 
shelter increased by an average of 13 


percent, and requests for shelter by 
homeless families increased by 18 
percent. 


e An average of 23 percent of 
homeless families’ requests could not be 
met. 

© Officials in nearly all the cities 
surveyed expect requests from homeless 
individuals and families for shelter to 
increase further in 1989. 

© One of every four homeless persons 
in the 27 cities is a child. 

e Every city surveyed cited lack of 
affordable housing for low-income people 
as one of the primary causes of 
homelessness. 

e All cities surveyed used federal 
government funds, and almost all used 
state and local funds to provide shelter for 
the homeless. But with the decline in 
federal housing assistance, none expected 
to meet the needs of its low-income 
citizens in the foreseeable future. 

Housing advocates and local 
government officials also note that the 
federal budget for housing assistance was 
cut by approximately 80 percent during 
the eight years of President Ronald 
Reagan’s administration. 

While it has cut back on housing 
assistance for lower-income Americans, 
the federal government has provided tax 
benefits to middle- and upper-income 
Americans, such as the home mortgage 
interest deduction.

In speaking to a Catholic women’s 
organization Feb. 5, Bishop Maher said 
he told them that the new group that is 
promoting school-based clinics is called 
New Beginnings.

Homeless people — 
whose responsibility?

SAN DIEGO — The more than 3,000 homeless people 
in San Diego County, whose shelters can house only 
about 900, is prompting a debate on the questions: Who 
is obliged to care for them, the government or the private 
sector? If both, how can these sectors work together to 
address the issue? 

A statement issued last March by the United States 
Catholic Conference’s Administrative Board said the 
federal government should provide ‘‘resources, 
leadership and direction’’ for an attack on homelessness. 

The board also called on ‘‘churches, community 
groups, the private sector and state and _ local 
governments’ to step up their efforts ‘‘to meet our 
common responsibilities for housing.’’ 

Heads of local Catholic agencies disagree on the federal 
government’s role in the homeless problem. 

Father Joe Carroll, president of the St. Vincent de 
Paul/Joan Kroc Center, told Southern Cross he prefers 
obtaining funds from the private sector which permits 
more freedom in their use. The government’s 
bureaucratic regulations often interfere with local needs, 


" he said. 


Father Carroll objected to governments dictating policy 
to local agencies. The role of government is to ‘provide 
resources and support for professionals in the field who 


should lead the way because we have the expertise’’ in 
soliciting and managing funds, he said. 

Some 20 percent of SVDP center’s annual $2.7 million 
operating budget comes from federal and __ state 
government sources, Father Carroll said. Another 20 
percent is contributed by corporations and 60 percent by 
individuals, organizations and churches, he said. 

The downtown shelter currently accommodates 400 
homeless people. A residence for single men will be added 
with funds from the San Diego Housing Commission, he 
said. 

Sister RayMonda DuVall, CHS, executive director of 
Catholic Community Services which operates five shelters 
for homeless people, said she advocates ‘‘a partnership 
among the private and public sectors’’ in housing the 
thousands of local street people. 

“‘The government has an obligation to look after its 
citizenry; corporations have a financial responsibility’’ to 
assist the community ‘‘from which it gains its revenue,’’ 
the director said. 

‘Christians have an obligation to look after their fellow 
human beings. Most organizations are an extension’’ of 
the community and represent Judeo-Christian values, she 
added. 

Sister Duvall disputes the government’s current 
tendency to ‘‘expect the private sector to take the lead”’ 
through volunteerism. ‘“The government should take the 
lead’’ in assessing funds, as the private sector cannot

generate sufficient money for the homeless, she said. 

Delineating the roles of various levels of government, 
Sister DuVall said the city should open shelters and 
‘‘pursue state and federal funds’’ for this purpose. 

“Long-term transitional emergency shelters’ with 
higher operating costs should be funded by the state and 
federal governments, she added. 

The CCS-operated shelters serve an average total of 
160 homeless people, Sister DuVall said. 

Women receive accommodations in the House of 
Rachel and Rachel’s Women’s Center in San Diego and 
at the House of Hope in El Centro. Men are sheltered at 
Good Samaritan House in Oceanside and Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Shelter in Calexico. 

With the exception of Rachel’s Women’s Center, a day 
center, these facilities provide overnight shelter, the 
director said. 

The CCS facilities for the homeless are partially funded 
by government sources except for the House of Rachel, 
which is financed entirely by the private sector, Sister 
DuVall explained. 

Dr. Gustave Ehrentraut, director of the CCS Imperial 
Valley office, said ‘‘the federal government should have a 
major role’’ in sheltering homeless people. 

Profitable businesses that produce goods out of this 
country ‘‘owe a debt to the homeless population they help 
create,’’ Ehrentraut said. 


Pope sees women’s role expanding in the church

disciplines, particularly in his discussion 
of lay ministries, the role of women and 
new lay movements. 

His praise of the laity for its desire to be 
more actively involved in the life of the 
church is balanced by a caution against a 


blurring of roles between the ordained . 


and non-ordained ministries. 

While expressing the synod’s 
appreciation for lay involvement, the 
pope said bishops expressed concern 
‘‘about a too-indiscriminate use of the 
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word ‘ministry,’ the confusion and the 
equating of the common priesthood and 
the ministerial priesthood, the lack of 
observance of ecclesiastical laws and 
norms,’’ and the tendency to clericalize 
the laity. 

Certain tasks such as the ministry of the 
word and distribution of Communion can 
be performed by the laity ‘“‘when 
necessity and expediency in the church 
require it,’’ he said. 

But the pope warned pastors to ‘‘guard 
against a facile yet abusive recourse to a 
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presumed ‘situation of emergency’ or to 
‘supply by necessity,’ where objectively 
this does not exist or where alternative 
possibilities could exist through better 
pastoral planning.’’ 

The pope repeated his announcement 
of last June 17 that a commission is 
studying ‘‘the various theological, 
liturgical, juridical and _ pastoral 
considerations which are associated with 
the great increase today of the ministries 
entrusted to the lay faithful.’’ 

On the vocation of women and their 


role in church and society, the pope 
repeated his condemnation of sexual 
discrimination and other threats to the 
dignity of women contained in his 1988 
apostolic letter ‘‘Mulieris Dignitatem.”’ 

In his exhortation, the pope 
acknowledged the ‘‘indispensable 
contribution of women to the building up 
of the church....’’ aM 

His reiteration of the church’s teaching 
that the ordained priesthood is reserved 
for men was balanced by a call for greater 
involvement by women in the church.

Sistine Chapel Choir performs

MIRA MESA — The Sistine Chapel 
Choir, or Capella Sixtina, the Pope’s 
official sanctuary, performed for some 
850 people Feb. 2 at Good Shepherd 
Church, Mira Mesa. 


Known for its involvement with 
polyphonic church music, the choir was 
founded in 1480 and performs ‘a 
cappella’’ (without instrumental 
accompaniment). 


The choir is composed of 24 boy 
sopranos, ages 10-15, and 20. men, who 
provide the deeper tones. 


Maestro Renzo Cilia, assistant to 
Msgr. Domenico Bartolucci and 


permanent maestro director, told Southern 
Cross the boys who are part of the choir 
are given a four-year scholarship to the 
Schola Puerorum Cappella Sistina, where 
they receive their education and training. 


Although the school is subsidized by 
the Vatican, it is recognized by the Italian 
State and therefore must abide by the 
state’s curriculum, Cilia said. 


Because of the voice changing that 
occurs in the older boys, 50 boys with 
musical talent are chosen each year from 
various schools throughout Rome to 
audition for a scholarship to the Schola 
Puerorum Cappella Sistina. From that 
group, 15 will be selected to join the 
choir, Cilia said. 


If a boy’s voice changes before his four 


years of schooling have finished, he can 
continue his education at the choir school, 
he added. 

Some of the boys come back as men to 
sing the bass and deeper tones for the 
choir. Currently, there are three men 
with the group who also performed with 
the choir as boys. 

Fabio Cerroni, 14, said, ‘‘The Sistine 
Choir is a prestigious choir but I like 
music and singing wherever it is.”’ 

Cerroni said he feels the choir has 
helped him develop his ‘‘desire to sing.”’ 

Derick Dorosario, 13, said, ‘‘I like to 
sing for the pope because I feel important 
when he’s there.”’ 

Cilia said the group can only tour when 
they are free from their liturgical services 
at the Vatican. 


Critics rate Hollywood’s latest movies 


THE FAMILY GUIDE TO 
MOVIES ON VIDEO, edited by 
Henry Herx and Tony Zaza; NY: 
Crossroad, 1988 (331 pp., $24.95hb, 
$12.95pb) 


There has recently been great concern 
over the content of movies. and of 
Hollywood’s latest weak attempts at 
policing its own. The movie codes have 
come under attack as being morally 
ambiguous at best, and unrelated to 
morality at worst. Families that are trying 
to find wholesome entertainment that 
does not compromise Christian moral 
principles have wondered where to turn to 
next. With this book, they may have 
found their answer. 

The book has been created under the 
auspices of the United States Catholic 
Conference (USCC) Department of 
Communication. This organization, 
formerly known as the National Legion of 
Decency, has been rating movies’ moral 
and entertainment content for over 50 
years. It is now an ecumenical group that 
helps to serve as the Christian conscience 
for the American movie-going public. 

As the title indicates, the book covers 
movies available on video, many of which 


are often shown on television and cable. 
Some 5,000 movies produced from the 
1930s to 1987 are discussed. Along with 
the USCC rating, the book also provides 
the Motion Picture Association of 
America (MPAA) rating where it is 
available. In all cases, there is a capsule 
review in addition to the ratings. 

With a book of this sort, most people 
are tempted to dive right in, looking for a 


favorite movie and seeing what the critics 
have to say about it. If that first reaction is 
negative, the whole book tends to be 
judged that way. That isn’t a fair way to 
treat the book. The introduction, which is 
only five pages long, is worth reading 
because it explains the criteria for the rest 
of the book. 

Often Catholics are angry and upset 
because a movie that they didn’t see 
anything wrong with is rated ‘‘O”’ 
(morally objectionable). Reading the 
introduction and the reviews will clarify 
the reasoning for such decisions. 

Understanding the system may 
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encourage some people to look anew at 
certain movies and perhaps to re-evaluate 
their own criteria for what makes a good 
movie. 

It is interesting to compare and 
contrast the USCC ratings and the 
MPAA ratings. Some might be surprised 
to find the USCC giving ‘‘O”’ ratings to 
movies that the MPAA has rated 
““PG-13.’’ One may reasonably wonder 
what the MPAA has found so inoffensive 
about these movies. 

The critical comments seem very fair, 
although one may disagree with them. 
(Really now, how can anyone call the 
fascinating family character study in 
iubheuaGodiathe:tebantielle 
interminable?) But after all, that’s part of 
the fun with a book like this. 

The book concludes with a very useful 
15-page appendix called ‘‘A Choice 
Collection of Family Movies.’’ It lists 
dozens of movies in several categories that 
are suitable for different levels of family 
viewing (some more mature than others). 
This is, without a question, a timely and 
needed book.

Shields said she then began to realize 
that church was one of the places she was 
not judged unfairly. ‘‘I could just go 
there,’’ she explained. 

Despite her fame and fortune, Shields 
said she shares the same problems as most 
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people but public scrutiny is one of the 
worst. 

“‘T’d get swayed very easily if I didn’t 
have the support of people around me. ... 
I’m always trying to please everybody all 
the time,’’ said Shields. 

She explained that when she feels 
people are pulling at her, she turns to God 
because ‘‘the only time I think I hear 
myself really speak is when I’m speaking 
alone to him and saying a prayer.”’ 

She told Lauer she says the ‘‘standard 
prayers — Our Father, Hail Mary, Act of 


Contrition’’ — but likes to ‘‘throw in all 
the rest: ‘Oh God, please forgive me for 
everything!’ ”’ 


Shields also said she enjoys Mass, 
especially the Gospel. ‘‘It’s comforting 
because I can always get my own special 
message out of it.’

earn ‘pin money’

St. Louis — A mother in Epiphany 
Parish might ask: ‘‘How is it that a kid 
who can’t pick up his socks or towels can 
step so lively picking up pins at the parish 
bowling alley?”’ 

Epiphany Bowling Lanes is the only 
place in St. Louis where people can still 
see pins set by hand. 

Some 20 students from Epiphany 
school regularly earn their ‘‘pin money”’ 
setting pins at the eight-lane alley, and 
others sign on as substitutes, said Terry 
Signaigo, the manager. 

Signaigo likes the nostalgia of pint- 
sized pinsetters instead of machines which 
rack up the pins. Besides, automatic 
pinsetters would take up too much room 
in the alley, which the parish built as part 
of its gym in 1949. 

Novice pinsetters are hired when they 
enter the fifth grade. ‘“There’s a lot of 
bending over. It’s certainly more of a job 
for grade-school kids than it is for 
somebody in their 30s or 40s,’’ Signaigo 


said. 

Beginners get their experience during 
open-play sessions and ‘‘some of the 
ladies’ leagues,’’ he said. ‘‘Men are hard 
to set for. They want everything right 
now, immediately. The women are a little 
more easygoing about that.”’ 

Signaigo downplayed the hazards of 
pinsetting. “Occasionally, a pin can go 
flying, but to anybody who’s experienced, 
it’s not a problem.”’ 

Parish interest in the bowling lanes has 
increased lately, he said, giving the 
students opportunity for more work time. 
They can choose pinsetting instead of 
baby-sitting or yard work to earn their 
pin money. 

Only two leagues were using the facility 
when the parish bowling resurgence 
began. ‘‘It was phenomenal how fast the 
business grew,’ said Signaigo. The lanes 
posted a 300 percent increase in receipts 
last year. 

The lanes are open only during non- 
school hours. Leagues play six evenings a 
week and open-play sessions are held 
Sunday afternoons.
